Bomb Cloud”? Have you forgottén about pro- 
tons?

And I need not remind you that de- 
stroying so much matter would create enough 
energy to blow up the planet—if not-the solar 
system—with it. 

Aside from that, the story was surprisingly 
realistic. That is a thing which is fast approach- 
ing the end in comic books today, unfortunately. 
Thanks for the best story I’ve ever seen in 
Strange Adventures in a long time.
